The scvin yearB Jeremiah M. Ruth 
has been governor of Wisconsin, have 
been seven jeers of honor to that man. 
Early in his administration his strength 
of judgment, and the firmness of his 
convictions were put to a severe test. 
This was Wien the 1,700 laborers on the 
old Portage & Superior railway faded to 
receive their money for wages. 
Theie 
was trouble thiealer ed, and the govern­ 
or was appealed to for aid. 
The gov­ 
ernor studied the situation thoroughly, 
and then came his famous saying, that 
the hungry laboring men in the dead of 
winter “needed bread and not ballets,” 
end it was through his broad common 
sense, bis humanity, and his uncaring 
judgement, that order was restored and 
ife and j roperty saved from distraction. 
The history of the May riots, in 188Gf 
again showed how splendidly prepared 
Governor Rusk was to meet any emer­ 
gency. 
Bis prompt action in Milwaukee 
was a grand-thiog for that city and for 
the state. 
It suppressed anarchy in this 
state once and forever. 
The work of a 
few hoars, the saying of a few words just 
at the right lime, the exercise of cool 
judgment aud the display of commanding 
courage sud rare sense, made him a rep­ 
utation es wide as the Union.

C h ic a g o , Jan. 8.—Flames burst from the 
roof of the beautiful Mentone apartm ent 
building, a t the Southwest corner of Erie 
street aud Dearborn avenue at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning. 
Thomas Burnette, the jani­ 
tor, and the elevator boy were the only 
persons awake in the building at the time, 
and when the blaze was almost immediately 
followed by an explosion which blew tho 
iron shooting off the roof they ran through 
flats screaming “ Fire! Fire!” as loudly 
as they could. 
The tenants of the building had ample 
time to escape, and tho fi»o departm ent 
responded promptly and as soon as it a r­ 
rived began to pour streams of water into 
the upper floors. 
A perfect deluge was 
thrown into the flames and they were soon 
extinguished. 
As the fire was confined to the attic and 
part of tho top flat the loss by firo will 
only reach about $2,000. 
But tho damage 
by water will reach far up in the thous­ 
ands. 
How the fire started no one seems to 
know, and the explosion is also a mystery. 
The janitor declares that there were no ex­ 
plosives in the attic. 
The building was owned by George F. 
Harding, the lawyer, and H arry W alker, 
the real-estate man. 
Burnette, tile janitor, 
claims that he almost perished in the 
flames. 
He says he rushed into the attic 
and was so overcome by smoke scon after 
he entered the room where the fire started 
that ho almost 
fainted and 
just had 
strength left to drag himself down the 
stairway before he became unconscious. 
The total damage to the building can be 
covered by about $2,000, while tho loss to 
the occupants will lie fully $12,000, on 
which no more than $3,000 insurance can 
be collected.

M a d is o n , WLs,, Jan. 8 .—The inaugura­ 
tion of Gov. W. D. Hoard Monday was 
one of the most imposing ceremonies that 
ever occurred at Wisconsin’s capital. 
Of 
the m ilitary no less than eight picked com­ 
panies from the National Guard of the 
State assisted. 
Tho special train bearing 
Gov. Hoard and party arrived over tho 
Northwestern road at l l :50. 
Tho party 
was met at the depot by Gov. Rusk and 
staff, the State officers, and military. 
As 
Gov. and Mrs. Hoard stepped from the 
train they were greeted with cheers by the 
crowd that had assembled. 
They \vrere met 
by Gov. Rusk, who escorted them to car­ 
riages. 
A fter the party was seated in 
carriages the line was formed and tho col­ 
umn marched to the capitol, drawing up 
at tho east front. 
Tho two Governors, with the State officers 
and staff of Gov. Rusk, alighted and re­ 
paired to the executive chamber, where, 
after a removal of wraps, the procession 
formed, with Gov. Rusk escorting Gov. 
Hoard at the head, and proceeded up tho 
stairs to the Assembly 
chamber. 
Tho 
chamber was a mass of people on the a r­ 
rival of the distinguished party. 
The uni 
versify undergraduates were out in force, 
and as Gov. Hoard was conducted to a seat 
on the dais occupied during a session by 
“ Mr."Speaker, ” from a hundred or m o n 
young throats rose tho startling university 
cry: 
“ U—rah! 
Rah—W is—con—sin!” 
ending with a tiger. 
Gov. Hoard at first 
looked startled and then smiled 
good­ 
naturedly at this novel greeting. 
At his right wore Gov. Rusk, Mayor Doy- 
an, aud Chief Justice Cole, on his left sat 
the Rev. 'Dr. Richards of tho Congrega- 
tionacl church. 
As the party took their 
seats tho Second Regiment band stationed 
in tho balcony struck up a martial strain. 
Gov. Rusk was then introduced, and as his 
stalwart form appeared above the rail of 
the desk a murmur of applause ran around 
the room. 
Tho Governor’s speech was 
brief and devoted to a reference to tho 
financial prosperity of [the State, of tho 
proud position Wisconsin was assuming 
among the States of tho Union, and an ex- 
presssion of thanks to tile former State offl 
cen*. 
Concluding, 
the Governor said: 
“ And now after seven years of service it is 
a pleasure to me to givo over this trust to 
one rn whom I have tl»e greatest confidence, 
the Hon. W. D. Hoard, a man of tho peo­ 
ple, w hose whole heart and sympathies and 
interests arc with tho people. 
His ability 
and his character are a sure guaranty that 
the high duties imposed upon him will lie 
discharges! conscientiously and to the honor 
of himself aud the State.” 
There was an ­ 
other burst of applause when tho Governor 
took his seat. 
Gov. Hoard looked like a man with a 
heavy load of resj»onsibility resting on his 
shoulders, as he arose and fa<*ed the crowd­ 
ed chamber. 
His first words were low, 
but clear and distinct. 
In tho voice there 
was a touch of pathos, a peculiarity of tho 
Governor’s. 
Gov. Hoard said: 
“ F e l l o w -C it iz e n s: I desire in a few 
words to express the deep sense of respon­ 
sibility I feel concerning the duties im ­ 
posed upon me at this hour. 
I deem it no

onerous trust. 
None can realize more 
deeply than myself how difficult it will be 
for me to wisely follow in such footsteps 
Especially trtie is this when comparison 
shall bo drawn with him who for the last 
seven years has given to this jieople as the 
best fruit of his life a most w’ise and ener­ 
getic administration. 
"With rugged hon­ 
esty of purpose, with enduring courage, 
and with consummate sagacity he has fully 
justified the confidence of all who put faith 
in him. 
A faithful public servant is tho 
best gift of Providence to a trusting people: 
“ If I know my own heart and purpose, 
it is to discharge the grave duties that have 
been imposed upon me with an eye single to 
the welfare of the public service and tho 
honor of Wisconsin. 
I desire to make pub­ 
lic acknowledgement to the citizens of 
Madison and all others who have con 
tributed thereto for the marked courtesies 
of this occasion. 
I join with you all in the 
fervent wish that as a people an - as officials 
we may be guided by a kind Providence in 
the way of a just and stable government.”

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
8.—A motion 
w a s 
made in the Supreme court of the United 
states to day by ex-Goveruor Hoadley, of 
Ohio, to advance for argument the case of 
Chao Chan Ping, 
appellant, 
versus the 
United States. 
The appellant is a Chinese 
laborer who departed from the United 
States for China June 2, 1887, first having 
secured a return certificate from tile Col­ 
lector of tho I’ort of San Francisco, as re­ 
quired by law. 
He returned to the United 
States 
October 
7, 
1888, 
but 
per­ 
mission to land was refused him on the 
ground that the return certificate had 
been declared void by the Scott Chinese ex ­ 
clusion act of Oct. I, 1888. 
Chae Chan 
’ing then sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
the United States Circuit court, which 
being refused an appeal was taken to this 
court. 
It is contended in his behalf that the 
Scott act declaring the return certificates 
void is unconstitutional and an abrogation 
of vested rights. 
It' is sought to have the 
case advanced for hearing on tile ground 
that tho case is one of great importance, 
involving thousands of certificates, many of 
the holders of which have considerable 
property interests in the United States, and 
that a delay in the determination of the 
case would result in great injury to the 
persons affected.

An A ggregate A ppropriation of 922,- 
852,990— Some of the Item s. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 8 . —The sundry civil 
bill, which has been completed by the 
House appropriations committee, amounts 
in the whole to $22,852,990. 
The bill for­ 
bids the secretary of the treasury prepar 
ing or approving plans for public buildings 
in advance of appropriation for the same 
or the approval of any plan involving a 
greater expenditure than the sum specified 
in the act making the appropriation. 
The 
United States is also to be freed from 
responsibility for tho paving of streets sur­ 
rounding public 
buildings; commissions 
are not to be paid on account of dis­ 
bursements 
for 
such 
buildings 
except 
for moneys actually handled by disbursing 
agents, and tho government is to l*e re­ 
lieved from legal expenses connected with 
tho procurement of titles to sites. 
The ex 
penditure of “silver profit funds” in the 
transportation of silver dollars from mints 
or sub-treasuries to Washington is prohil 
ited, the reason assigned being that it will 
cost $175,000 to transport tho $25,000,000 
now at San Francisco to Washington, while 
a suitable vault can bo constructed at the 
first-named city for one-fifth that sum. 
Under the head of the signal service tho 
bill authorizes the issue of meteorological 
instruments of a value not exceeding $15 
to voluntary unpaid observers. 
The exist­ 
ing statutes bearing upon the publication 
of the rebellion records is amended so as to 
authorize the secretary to appoint a com 
mitteo of expert clerks from the Adjutant 
General’s office to revise the manuscript 
before publication and the records selected 
for publication are made accessible to the 
public. 
The accounts of United States 
marshals are required to be audited within 
six days after presentation. 
The speaker of tho present House is em 
powered to appoint a committee of mem 
bers-elect of

Among tho items of appropriation are 
the following: Congressional library build 
ing, $500,00U; homes for volunteer soldiers, 
$1,995,806; construction of public buildings, 
$1,787,001; surveys of public lands, $205, 
OOO; public printing,$2,218,OOO; quarantine 
service, $-50,000; fog signal at the Chicago 
breakwater, $5,500; light house at Twin 
River Point, $60,000; Rock Island store 
houses, $80,000; draw bridge at Rock 
Island, $36,000. Half of this latter amonnt, 
as well as half of the former appropriation 
of $50,000 is to be refunded by the Chicago 
& Rock Island railroad. 
Thd bill also 
makes appropriations for clocks for tho 
Chicago public building and for a light 
house on the Illinois river. 
Appropriations are made to complete 
public buildings at Bay City, 
Mich. 
$100,000; Denver, Col., $100,000; Detroit

Sullivan’s friends admit that he 
has not fully recovered from his illness, but 
assort that ho will be as good as ever when 
tho time for tho fight comes. 
He now 
weighs 212 pounds against 150 some time 
ago, and his appetite is first-class.

The 
opening hymn w^s: 
“My days are gliding swiftly by 
And I, a pilgrim stranger, 
Would not detain them as they fly. 
These hours of toil and danger.” 
His text was: 
“Godliness is profitable 
unto all things, having promise of the life 
'.hat now is and of that which is to come. ’ ’ 
I. Timothy, iv. 8. 
The preacher said: 
A happy New Year to one and all! 
There is a gloomy and pasdve w ay of 
w aiting for the events of the opening year 
to corno upon us, aud there is a heroic way 
of going out to m eet them , strong in God 
and fearing nothing. 
W hen the l»ody of 
Catiline was found on the battle field it was 
found in advance of all bis troops and 
among the enemy, and the lx\st way is not 
for us to lie down and let the events of life 
tram ple over us, but to go forth in a 
C hristian spirit determod to conquer. 
Tho papers have been made out and 
some of you have just entered into busi­ 
ness partnerships, and others of you havo 
higher positions in the commercial estab­ 
lishment where you were engaged, and 
others havo entered upon new enterprises, 
and there were last week in these two 
cities ten thousand business changes. 
You 
are expecting prosperity, and I [am deter­ 
mined, so far as I have anything to do 
With it, that you shall not lie disappointed, 
and therefore I propose, as God may help 
me this morning, to project upon your at­ 
tention a new element of success. 
You will 
havo in the 
business 
firm frugality, 
patience, industry, perseverance, economy 
—a very strong business firm, but there 
needs to be one member added, mightier 
than them all, and not a silent partner 
either—tho one introduced by my text: 
‘Godliness which is profitable unto all 
things, having the promise of tho life that 
now is as well as of that which is to come. ” 
I suppose you tire all willing to adm it 
th a t godliness is im portant in its eternal re­ 
lations, but perhaps some of you say: “ All 
w ant is an opportunity to say a prayer 
before I die and all will l>o w ell.” 
There 
are a great m any people who suppose th a t 
if they eau finally get safely out of this 
world into a la tte r world they will have 
exhausted tho entire advantage of our holy 
religion. 
They talk as though religion 
were a m ere nod of recognition which we 
are to give to the Lord Jesus oil our way 
up to a heavenly mansion: us though it 
were an admission ticket. 
And there are 
thousands of people who have great adm i­ 
ration for a religion of tho shroud and a re­ 
ligion of tho coffin and a religion of the 
hearse and a religion of the cem etery 
who havo no appreciation of a religion 
for 
tho 
liank, 
for 
tho 
farm , 
for 
tho factory, for the warehouse, for tho 
jew eler’s shop, for the broker’s cilice. Now, 
whilo I would not throw any slur on a post­ 
m ortem religion, I w ant this m orning, and 
on tho first Sabbath of tho new year, 
t 
eulogize the ante m ortem religion. 
A re­ 
ligion th a t is of no use to you while you live 
will 
tie of no use to you when you die. 
“ Godliness is profited fie unto all things, hav­ 
ing tho promise of tho life th a t now is as 
well as of th a t which is to com e.” 
And I 
have always noticed that when the grace is 
very low in a m an’s heart ho talks a great 
deal iii prayer m eetings about* death and 
about collins and about grave-, aud atxrnt 
hurchvard*. 
I have noticed that th 
healthy Christian, the man who G i vin . 
near to Cod and is on (he straight road to 
Heaven, is full of jubilant satisfaction and 
talks about the duties of this iife, under­ 
standing well th a t if God helps hun to live 
right he will help him to die right. 
Now, iii the first place, I remark that 
godliness is good for a .nan’s physical 
health. 
I do not mean to say that it will 
restore a broken down 
constitution or 
drive away rheumatism from the limbs, or 
neuralgia from the temples, or pleurisy 
from the side; but I do mean to say that it 
gives one such habits and puts one iii such 
condition as is most favorable for physical 
health. 
That I believe, and that I avow. 
Everybody knows that buoyancy of spirit 
is good physical advantage. 
Gloom, un­ 
rest, dejection are at war with every pulsa­ 
tion of the heart, and with every respira­ 
tion of the lungs. 
They lower the vitality, 
they slacken the circulation, while exhilara­ 
tion of spirit pours the very balm of heaven 
through all tho currents of life. 
Tho sense 
of insecurity which sometimes hovers over 
an unregenerate man, or pounces upon him 
with the blast of 10,000 trumpets of terror, 
is most depleting and most exhausting, 
while the feeling that all things are work­ 
ing together for my good now and for my 
everlasting welfare is conducive to physi­ 
cal health. 
You will observe that godliness induces 
industry, which is tho foundation of good 
health. 
There is no law of hygiene that 
will keep a lazy man well. 
Pleurisy will 
stab him, erysipelas will burn him, and tho 
intelligent physician will not prescribe an­ 
tiseptic or febrifuge or anodyne, but saws 
and hammers and yard-sticks and crowbars 
and pickaxes. 
There is no such thing as 
goodphysieal condition without positive work 
of some kind, although you should sleep on 
down of swan or ride in carriage of softest 
upholstery or have on your table all the 
luxuries that were poured from tho wine 
vats of Ispahan and Shiraz. 
Our religion 
says: 
“Away to the bank! Away to the 
field I Away to tho shop! Away to the 
factory! Do something that will enlist all 
tho energies of your body, mind and soul 
—diligent in business, fervent infl spirit, 
serving the Lord,” while upon the bare 
back of the idler and tho drone cornus down 
the sharp lash of the apostle as he says 
“If any man will not work neither shall he 
•at.” 
Oh, Ii ow im portant in this day, when so 
m uch is said about anatom y and physiology 
and therapeutics and some new style of 
m< d'eine is ever and anon springing upon 
the world, th a t you should understand th at 
the highest school of medicine is the school 
of Christ, which declares th a t 
“ godliness 
profitable unto all things, having the 
promise of tho life th a t now is as well as 
of th a t which is to come.” 
So if you sta rt 
out two men in this world with equal phy­ 
sical health and one of them shall get the 
religion of the I.Ord Jesus Christ in his 
h eart and the other sha’l not get it, the one 
who becomes the son of the Lord Alm ighty 
will live the longer. 
“ W ith long life will 
I satisfy thee and show thee My salva­ 
tion. ’ ’ 
Again I remark that godliness is good for 
the intellect. 
I know that some have sup­ 
posed that just as soon as a man enters into 
the Christian life his intellect goes into a 
bedwarfing process. 
So far from that, re­ 
ligion will give new brilliancy to the intel­ 
lect, new strength to the imagination, new 
force to tho will, and wider swing to all the 
intellectual faculties. 
Christianity is tho 
great central fire at which philosophy has 
lighted its brightest torch. 
The religion of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is tho fountain out of 
which learning has dipped its clearest 


logic lo marshal' th6 Iittellccfual forces TG 
onset and victory. 
It will go with Hugh 
Miller and show him the footprints of the 
Creator in the red sandstone 
It will go 
With the botanist and show him celestial 
glories encamped under the curtain of a 
water-lily. 
It will go with the astronomer 
on the groat heights where God shepherds 
the great flock of worlds that wander on 
the hills of heaven, answering His voice as 
He calls them all by their names. 
Again I remark that godliness is pr«. Sta­ 
ble for one’s disposition 
Lord Ashley, be­ 
fore he went into a great battle, was heard 
to offer this prayer: 
“O Lord, I shall be 
very busy to day; if I forget Thee, forget 
me not. 
With such a Christain disposi­ 
tion as that a man is independent of all 
circumstances. 
Our piety will have a 
tinge of our natural temperament. 
If a 
man be cross and sour and fretful naturally, 
after he becomes a.Christian he will always 
have to lie ameed against the rebellion of 
those evil inclinations. 
But religion has 
tamed the wildest nature; it has turned 
fretfulness into gratitude, despondency into 
good cheer, and those who were hard and 
ungovernable and uncompromising have 
been made pliable and conciliatory. 
Good 
resolution, reformatory effort, will not

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draught. 
Tho Helicon poured forth no 
such inspiring waters as those which flow 
from under tho throne of God, clear aa 
crystal. 
Religion has given new energy to 
poesy, 
weeping 
in 
Young’s 
“Night 
Thoughts,” teaching in Cowper’s “Task,” 
flaming in Charles Wesley’s hymns, and 
rushing with archangelic splendor through 
Milton’s “Paradise Lost.” 
The religion of 
Jesus Christ was hung in studio and in gal­ 
lery of art and rn Vatican,the best pictures 
—Titian’s 
“Assumption,” 
Raphael’s 
“Transfiguration,” Rubens’ “Descent from 
tho Cross,” Claude’s “Burning Bush,” and 
Angelo’s “Last Judgment.” 
Religion has 
made the best music of the world—Haydn’s 
“Creation,” Handel’s “Messiah,” Mozart’s 
“Requiem.” 
Is 
it 
possible 
that a 
religion 
which 
builds 
such 
inde­ 
structible 
monuments 
and 
which 
lifts its ensign on the highest promontories 
of worldly power can have any other effect 
upon man’s intellect than elevation and en­ 
largement? Now, I commend godliness as 
the best mental discipline—better than 
belles lettres to purify the taste, better 
than mathematics to harness the mind to 
all intricacy flad elaboration, better,than 


effect the change. 
It takes a m ightier 
arm and a m ightier hand to bend evil 
habits than tho hand th a t bent the bow of 
Ulysses, and it takes a stronger lasso than 
over belli the buffalo on the prairie. 
A 
man eau not go forth with any hum an 
weapons and contend successfully against 
these Titans arm ed with upturn m ountain. 
But you havo known men into whose sp irit 
tho influence of the gospel of C hrist came 
until their disposition was entirely changed. 
So it was with two m erchants in New 
Y ork. 
They were very antagonistic. They 
had done all they could to in ju re each other. 
They were in tho same line of business. One 
of the m erchants was converted to God. 
H aving been converted, he asked tho Laird 
to teach him how to bear himself tow ard 
th a t business antagonist, and he was im ­ 
pressed with the fact th a t it was his duty 
when a customer asked for a certain kind 
of goods which he did not have, but which 
ho know his opponent had, to recommend 
him to go to th a t store. 
I suppose th a t is 
about tile hardest thing a m an could do; 
but being thoroughly converted to God he 
resolved to do th a t very thing, and lieing 
asked for a certain kind of goods which he 
had not, 
he said: 
“ You go to such-and- 
such a store and you will find it.” 
A fter a 
while m erchant num ber two found those 
customers coming so sent, and he found 
also th a t m erchant num ber one had been 
brought to God and he sought tho sam e re 
ligioiL 
Now they are good friends and 
good neighbors, the grace of God changing 
their disposition. 
“ Uh,” says some one, “ I have a rough, 
jagged, 
im petuous nature and religion 
can’t do anything for m e.” 
Do you know 
th a t M artin Luther and Roliert Newton 
and Richard Baxter were impetuous, all 
consuming natures, yet the grace of God 
turned them into the m ightiest usefulness! 
A m anufacturer cares very little for a 
stream th a t slowly runs 
through tin 
meadow, but he delights in a strong torrent 
th at leaps from rook to rock and rushes 
with mad energy through the valley and 
out tow ard the sea. 
Along th at river you 
will find fluttering shuttle and grinding 
mill and flashing water-wheel. 
And a na 
taro the swiftest, tho m ost rugged and flu 
m ost impeutous, th a t is the nature God 
turns into greatest usefulness.

In England we find IR per cent, 
Bullan I IO per cent, United States (white 
population! H p.*r cent, and Scotland 7 per 
cent, unable to read and write.

come to tlie purely Teutonic states, we find 
a marked reduction in tho i>ereentage of 
illiterates. 
The highest is in Switzerland

tle too quick, but the alarm would be 
forthcoming, even then, in a few min­ 
utes.” 
Your committee also visited Super­ 
intendent Croft and explained to him 
the above plan of arrangement, and he 
informed your committee that each an 
arrangement woald be satisfactory to the 
water company.

We wouldn’t find it nec­ 
essary to organize a class more than once 
in three yrars, and we coaid teach ;t 
without cb angiu g the pre sent high school 
staff in the least.” 
Com. Smith moved that the addition 
recommended Dy Supt. Ke\es be made. 
This was objected to by Com. 
W iIbod, 
on the ground that too much attention 
was being paid to classical education al­ 
ready. The ayes an nayts were called for. 
Coms. Sutherland, Smith, Kneff, Stev­ 
ens an dMetcalf voting aye, and Com. 
Wilson voting no. 
Twenty-five dollars were appropiiated 
for eaoh school district, the money to be 
used in the foundation of a library ref­ 
er en ce. Commissioner Stevens was made 
a special ccmmitiee to procure the late 
editton of Ap pleton’s American Ency­ 
clopedia with annuals and index.

ishes the quid-nuncs of the villages, 
and the neat compliments to their 
wives and daughters that flow from it 
like popular tunes from a barrel o r­ 
gan, enable him to poke it profitably 
into every wayside dwelling.
